3. I batall che Princes ofthe lower circuit of Saxeme, 
and the Inhabirants thereof be fice and vnmoleſted, 
andthat there be no innovation in matter of Religion, 
nor change of their ancicnc liberties, contrary to the 
conſtitutions and fundamentall lawes of the Empire.

5. Thatthe King of Denmarke muſt hinder and im« 
peach all palſage in the Se:ndr, ro ſuch as arc not in a» 
mity with his Imp:riall Maieſty, and his houſe, and in 
t ro yraunt free paſſage vnto all thoſethat arc in friend» 
ſhip with the Emperour, and houſe of Anſtria, redu- 
cing all impolicions and tolls of the Sowndt,ro their an- 
= cuſtonwe, and by no meancs muſt raiſe them herc« 
aiter, 

6. Thatin this Treatie muſt be included the King 
of Spaine and his Domi: tons, the King of Poland and 
his, her Higneſle the [nfenca, and his Highneſlc the E 
leQor of Bavaria, and all other obedient Princes and 
Members ot the Empire. 

7+ That the King of Denmarke muſt giue afluranoc 
and caution for hiumſc'te, and his confederates,that nei- 
ther himlelte or any oth«rs of. his adherents for him 
will at any time hereatrer (derefte vel indarefte) moleit 
Dor trouble the whole Emp:re, nor any Empire,Nor a= 
ny member therecf. nexcher muſt he permit nor ſuffcr 
any other co make |«vies or gatherings of men within 
his lands, or terticoricsto che preiudice of the Empure, 
Signed Lube kh *.

Having maturely confid:red cheArticles by them late- 
ly cxtibitcd, they ſee no hope of any reconciliation » 
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be wrought in this preſent Treaty, if that they ſhould 
be infiſted ypon by his Imperiall Maieſtic or his Mint- 
ſters, and therefore doe carneſily deſire them ſo to pon» 
der the matter againegthat ſuch moderation may be vied 
in their t00 exorbitant propolitions,a8 i8 neceſlaric vn- 
ro the concluding of a peace, whereby not onely the 
further effuſion of innocent bloud would bec avot- 
ded, but likewiſe his Imperiall Maieſtics reall inten- 
tion ſhould appeare vnto the world as they are preten= 
ded and publithedg and that they would ſo proceed, as 
chat they & many thouſands beſides might not be tru= 
firare of that good, which is cx2ecied of this meetings 

1, That the Dutchies of Holfein and Sleſwicke baue 
continued hereditarii (for many ages) vnco the King of 
Dewmarke and bis Ancc ſtors, anc that confidering,what 
eharge he hath vndertaken 1n the lower Circle of Sax» 
ome and his carriage therein, (which be is willing to cx» 
[—_ to be cenſured by the ancient conſticutions of the 

mpire) he cannot condiſcend to the leaſt branch of 
What 1s propounded in the firſt Article, 

2. That the EleQtions or pretences which his ſonnes 
hauc either in poſlcflion or cxpeRation are legall, 
and therefore may nor quit the leaſt tile or Intereſts 
which he orthey hauc had { beforethecſe late croubles ) 
ro any Biſhopricks, &c. 

'3+ Thatthey doe wonder that his Imperiall Matefty 
will appoint the EleQor of Saxomie to any lands or re- 
yenues properly belonging vnto the King and Crowne 
of Dexmarke , yer will they not be curious to inquire 
how thoſe debts betwixt the Emperour and the Ele» 
Qtour of Sexonic doc ariſe :' quia eſt negetinms v#le mods 
6d ies pertinens, and therefore deſire, thatic or the like 
may not beinliſted ypon. 

4- They doe likewiſe much wonder at their fourth 
propoſition, thar their King hath nor invaded the ter- 
ritories of any EleQour or Prince of the Eirpire wuch 
tele, made offenfiue warre againſt rhe Emp.rour, of 
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7 
the Empire, having onely by vertue of his charge (as 
DireQour of the lower circuir of Saroxie ) done what 
he ought, inthe reſiſting vniuſt invalions and oppreſſi- 
ons committed againſt his kindred and friends, and 
therefore this Propoſition ought not to be admitred, it 
carying neither colour of reaſon nor equity z it being 
anſwered as the precedent Article, they beleeving 
that if thoſe who haue the managing of the preſent 
Treatie on the behalte of his Imperiall Maicſty inten= 
ded really to worke and conclude a peace fuch vnrea« 
fonable demands ſhould not be propounded much lefle 
expedtcd tobe granted, : 

5+ To the fifth it being a point not to be handled in 
the preſent Treaty, the Commiſſioners hould not fice 
ting to diſpute ir, being aſſured chat (if the manner and 
power of Princes and Potentates be obſerved and con= 
hidered) none can diſpoſe of Regalitics belonging to 
the King and Crowne of Denmarke, and therefore can 
not admit any ſuch Treatic, but doe vtrerly reiett it. 

6. If it ſhall pleaſe God foro bleſle this Treaty, that 
a conſtant peace be eſtabliſhed, they doubt not but his 
Maicſtie of Denmarke will be contented that thoſe Po- 
tentates and Princes of the Empire be iacluded in the 
ſaid Treaty, 

7. Tothe laſt whatſoever his Maieſty doth condel- 
cend ynto, that he will ſigne according to conſcience, 
and obſerue the ſame inviolably, And therefore they 
doe earneſtly deſire them, to call co minde,thoſe many 
and ſincere promiſes, made,aſſuring chem chat on their 
Parts no default ſhall be found, but on che contrary, 
Char all ſairkfull aſſiſtance ſhall be contributed to the 
furtherance of the preſent treaty of peace, which if they 
would now put in praQiſez that they may reſt confi» 
dent of his Maieſty of Dewwerke and their (us his Com-
